Drug Charges for Ravens’ Lewis 


ATLANTA I Baltimore Ravens running back 
Jamal Lewis, who racked up the NFL’s sec- 
ond-highest single -season rushing total last 
year, was indicted Wednesday on federal 
drug charges. 

The Atlanta native is accused of helping 
arrange a drug deal involving cocaine in the 
summer of 2000, U.S. Attorney William S. 
Duffey said. Lewis was expected to surren- 
der Thursday, the prosecutor said. 

The indictment came out of a drug inves- 
tigation that has led to 30 convictions and 
helped dismantle a cocaine -trafficking ring 


in Atlanta, Duffey said. He refused to say 
whether Lewis was tied to that drug ring. 

In an affidavit, FBI agent Hoyt Mahaley 
said that an informant contacted Lewis on 
his cell phone on June 23, 2000, to discuss 
selling cocaine to Lewis’s associates. 

Lewis is charged with conspiring to pos- 
sess with the intent to distribute 5 kilograms 
of cocaine and using a cell phone in the com- 
mission of the alleged crime, Duffey said. 

An associate of Lewis, Angelo Jackson, 
who was also named in the indictment, was 
arrested Wednesday, elliottmclaughlin (ap) 


Besieged 
Director 
Quits Zoo 

Resignation follows report 
eritieal of animal treatment 

WASHINGTON I The embattled director of 
the National Zoo announced her resigna- 
tion Wednesday after the release of a critical 
report and a string of high-profile animal 
deaths over the past several years. 

Even as she defended what she called 
“exceptional animal care,” zoo director Lucy 
Spelman said she has become “a lightning 
rod for too much attention.” 

Her resignation becomes effective at 
year’s end. 

A National Academy of 
Sciences panel of veteri- 
narians, zookeepers and 
others began investigat- 
ing the zoo last year after 
several well-publicized 
animal deaths, including 
two red pandas that died 
after eating rat poison intended to rid the 
yard of rodents. 

Word of another zoo death this week 
came out at Wednesday’s news conference 
when Spelman was asked about the death 
of a lion. She said surgery was attempted to 
save the lion, but information she received 
indicated the animal had died after a uter- 
ine infection ruptured. 

An interim panel report by the National 
Academies’ National Research Council 
released Wednesday said many animals 
are not receiving adequate preventive care, 
including exams, vaccinations and tests for 
infectious diseases. It also faulted the zoo for 
shortcomings in its animal nutrition pro- 
gram, which the report said had contrib- 
uted to deaths, (ap)

Miss. River Partially Open 
After Wrecked Ship Moved 

The lower Mississippi River was 
partly reopened to heavy ships 
Wednesday after salvage crews 
moved a sunken vessel that had 
been blocking the river’s only deep 
opening into the Gulf of Mexico.

Gay Rights Groups Give Dems a Pass 


Most back Kerry despite his opposition to weddings 


WASHINGTON | Prominent gay rights 
groups are ready to issue an elec- 
tion-year reprieve to Democratic 
presidential front-runner John 
Kerry even though he opposes same- 
sex marriage, settling for less than 
they want in hopes of avoiding a 
constitutional amendment they fear. 

“It’s always disappointing when 
we find elected officials or candi- 
dates who do not support us 100 
percent,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

“But we understand that people 
are on a journey of becoming more 
understanding and more support- 
ive of all that affects the gay and 
lesbian community.” 

Democrats have aggressively 


courted gay voters and their cam- 
paign donations in recent years. Exit 
polls showed A1 Gore got 75 percent 
of the votes cast by self- identified 
gays and lesbians in 2000, com- 
pared to 25 percent for Bush. 

Both Kerry and his remaining 
major rival. Sen. John Edwards, 
criticized Bush on Tuesday when he 
called for a constitutional amend- 
ment to ban same-sex marriages. 
At the same time, the two men were 
quick to reiterate their opposition 
to gay marriage — a view widely 
shared in the country, according to

Study: Weight Gain Boosts Cancer Risk 


Increase of 20 pounds 
in women ean spike 
chances of breast cancer 

ATLANTA | The amount of weight 
a woman gains after age 18 is a 
strong signal as to whether she 
will get breast cancer later in life, 
according to new research released 
Wednesday by the American 
Cancer Society. 

In one of the largest studies of 
weight and breast cancer to date, 
researchers said older women who 
gained 20 pounds to 30 pounds 
after high school graduation were 


40 percent more likely to get breast 
cancer than women who kept the 
weight off. 

The risk doubled if a woman 
gained more than 70 pounds, said 
Heather Spencer Feigelson, senior 
epidemiologist with the American 
Cancer Society. 

“Breast cancer is strongly depen- 
dent on body weight,” Feigelson 
said. “Even modest amounts of 
weight gain lead to a significantly 
increased risk of breast cancer.” 

Weight gain and body mass have 
long been known to be risk factors 
for breast cancer. 

The cancer society estimates 


weight contributes to between 
one-third and one-half of all 
breast cancer deaths among older 
women. 

Fat tissue makes estrogen, and 
estrogen can help breast cancer 
grow. Weight gain also is the sec- 
ond leading cause of all cancers, 
according to research the Atlanta- 
based society published last year 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The cancer society study includ- 
ed 1,934 breast cancer cases among 
62,756 women involved in a sepa- 
rate long-term cancer prevention

Justices rule states 
can withhold funding 
from theology students 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Supreme Court, 
in a new rendering on separation of 
church and state, voted Wednesday 
to let states withhold scholarships 
from students studying theology. 

The court’s 7-2 ruling held that 
the state of Washington was within 
its rights to deny a taxpayer-funded 
scholarship to a student who was 
studying to be a minister. The hold- 
ing applies even when money is avail- 
able to those studying anything else. 

The case is a departure from 
recent church- state fights in which 


the Supreme Court has gradually 
allowed greater state sponsorship 
of religious activities. 

Wednesday’s case has implica- 
tions for President Bush’s plan to 
allow more church-based organi- 
zations to compete for government 
money, and the Bush administra- 
tion argued that the state had been 
wrong to yank the scholarship from 
former student Joshua Davey. 

Davey won a state Promise 
Scholarship, but the state rescind- 
ed the money when it learned what 
he planned to study. 

Like 36 other states, Washington 
prohibits spending public funds on 
this kind of religious education.

New Office to Coordinate Intel Efforts 


WASHINGTON | Attorney General 
John Ashcroft announced a new 
effort Wednesday to harness and 
direct intelligence-gathering 
among key Justice Department 
agencies, including the FBI, Drug 
Enforcement Agency and Bureau 
of Prisons. 

The purpose of the Joint 
Intelligence Coordinating Council, 
Ashcroft said, is to ensure thou- 
sands of law enforcement person- 
nel worldwide are focused on col- 
lecting and analyzing intelligence 


useful in the war against al Qaeda 
and other terrorist groups. 

The council will prevent law 
enforcement agen- 
cies from taking a 
more scattershot 
approach or pur- 
suing their own 
agendas, he said. 

It also will pro- 
vide direction to 
some 670,000 state and local law 
enforcement personnel. 

“It’s not just what’s easiest to col- 


lect,” Ashcroft told reporters. “We 
need to make sure we collect what 
we have a need for.” 

Creation of the new council is 
the latest in a series of moves by 
the Bush administration to improve 
intelligence collection, analysis and 
information- sharing since the ter- 
rorist attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. The 
FBI, CIA and other agencies have 
been faulted repeatedly for intel- 
ligence and communications mis- 
steps that might have prevented 
those attacks, curt anderson (ap)

Haitians 
Given a 
Reprieve 

Rebels say they will 
delay invading capital 
as panic, unrest spread 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI | U.S. 
Marines escorted foreigners out of 
the country amid widespread loot- 
ing Wednesday, as the rebel leader 
said the insurgents want to “give 
a chance to peace” and indicated 
his troops would hold off attack- 
ing the capital. 

The rebels have overrun half 
of Haiti including its second-larg- 
est city, Cap-Haitien. Asked when 
they planned to move on Port-au- 
Prince, leader Guy Philippe said: 
“We’re ready. We just want to give 
a chance to peace,” indicating they 
would hold off “We’re ready to talk 
to anyone. The only one the country 
doesn’t want is Mr. Aristide.” 

Supporters of President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide blocked roads 
throughout Port-au-Prince. Panic 
overtook the city, though there was 
no sign of the rebels. Looters struck 
two warehouses, stealing $500,000 
worth of medical equipment, food 
and tropical wood. 

Meanwhile, pressure mounted 
for an international intervention 
and for Aristide to step down. A 
U.N. Security Council meeting on 
Haiti was scheduled for Thursday.

In Iraq, Killing 2 Soldiers 


Military investigating 
cause; witness says 
copter hit by missile 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I AU.S. military heli- 
copter crashed into the Euphrates 
River on Wednesday, killing its two 
pilots. The craft was burning as it 
went down after an explosion, wit- 
nesses said, but the military said the 
cause of the crash was unknown. 

The OH- 58 Kiowa helicopter 
went down near Haditha, 120 miles 
northwest of the capital, and was 
lying on its side in the Euphrates, 


Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt said. 

Emad Rasheed, 45, said two 
U.S. helicopters were flying over 
the area when a missile hit one of 
them. Kimmitt said the second heli- 
copter reported seeing no hostile 
fire and that it was not immediately 
known whether mechanical failure 
or enemy fire caused the crash. 

The U.S. military has lost 15 cop- 
ters since the occupation began, 
most to hostile fire. Sixty-two 
Americans have died in the crashes.

N. Korean Wins 
Rare One-on-One 
With U.S. Official 

BEIJING I North Korea secured 
a rare private audience with the 
United States on Wednesday and 
also won an offer of compensation 
from South Korea if it relinquishes 
its nuclear weapons program. 

The highly unusual meeting 
came on the sidelines of six-nation 


talks aimed at ending the standoff 
over the North’s nuclear program. 
Assistant U.S. Secretary of State 
James Kelly spent more than an 
hour in talks with North Korean 
Vice Foreign Minister Kim Kye 
Gwan. No details were available. 

North Korea and the United 
States have no diplomatic relations 
and technically remain in a state 
of war after the 1950-53 Korean 
conflict. When representatives do 
meet, it is rarely in private or at such 
a high level, jae-suk yoo (ap) 


TRIPOLI, LIBYA | Seeking to defuse 
a dispute with Washington and 
London, Libya on Wednesday 
reiterated its responsibility for the 
action of its officials in blowing up 
Pan Am Flight 103. 

Britain sought clarification 
from Tripoli after Prime Minister 
Shokri Ghanem told the BBC on 
Tuesday that Libya has not accepted 
responsibility for the bombing and 
only agreed to pay compensation to 


improve relations with the West. 

Foreign Minister Abdel-Rahman 
Shalqam said in a statement that 
Libya accepted responsibility for 
the explosion aboard the jetliner in 
1988 that killed 270 people. “Recent 
statements that cast doubt on these 
positions are inaccurate,” he said.

Israel Seizes Cash in Raids 


Palestinian banks searched for militants’ funds 


RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | Israeli 
forces burst into three Palestinian 
banks Wednesday and walked 
out with millions in cash in an 
unprecedented raid they said tar- 
geted funds funneled to Palestinian 
militant groups by Iran, Syria and 
Lebanese guerrillas. 

Israel said it took between 
$ 6.7 million and $8.9 million and 
that the money would be spent on 
humanitarian aid to Palestinians. 

Palestinian officials said the raid 
violated banking agreements and 
could trigger a run on the banks. 
“It’s like the mafia,” Prime Minister 
Ahmed Qureia said of the operation. 
“I think it should be dealt with in a 
very serious way.” 


The Palestinian banking system 
has remained relatively stable despite 
three years of Israeli-Palestinian 
violence that has decimated the 
Palestinian economy. 

Israel said the system has been 
hijacked to finance Palestinian 
militant groups that have killed 
more than 900 Israelis in bomb- 
ings and shootings. The raids came 
a day after Palestinian security offi- 
cials confirmed that the Iranian- 
backed Hezbollah helped fund the 
last two Jerusalem bus bombings 
in which 18 Israelis and a foreign 
worker were killed.

Peace march to protest 
rebels’ massacre turns 
violent, leaving 9 dead 

LIRA, UGANDA | A protest after a 
massacre by rebels in northern 
Uganda erupted into a frenzy 
Wednesday, with police shooting 
into crowds and demonstrators 
lynching rival tribesmen. At least 
nine people were killed. 

The violence came days after one 
of the worst massacres in northern 
Uganda’s 18 -year- old rebellion, and 
underscored growing anger among 
the region’s people over the govern- 
ment’s inability to crush the Lord’s 
Resistance Army. 

Thousands of people demon- 
strated in the streets of Lira to 


protest the north’s growing unrest. 
Smaller groups broke away from the 
protest and began looting homes 
belonging to the Acholi, the tribe 
from which the rebels draw most of 
their fighters. Mobs beat to death at 
least two people, police said.

Iran: Nuke Report a ‘Misunderstanding’ 


TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran downplayed a 
UN. report that accused it of failing 
to disclose significant nuclear work, 
saying Wednesday it was based on 
a “misunderstanding” that would 
soon be cleared up. 

A report by International Atomic 


Energy Agency said its inspectors 
in Iran, who have been looking for 
evidence of an alleged nuclear weap- 
ons program, had found traces of 
polonium-210, a radioactive element 
that can help trigger a nuclear chain 
reaction. 


In Iran’s first response to the 
report. Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Hamid Reza Asefi said it 
was nothing new.

Fed chairman urges 
Social Security cuts to 
prevent future deficits 

WASHINGTON I Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan, step- 
ping into the politically charged 
debate over Social Security, said 
Wednesday the country can’t afford 
the retirement benefits promised to 
baby boomers and urged Congress 
to trim them. 

He said unless Congress acts, 
soaring budget deficits from out-of- 
control entitlement programs could 
lead to a “very debilitating” rise in 
interest rates in coming years. 

Democratic presidential can- 
didates denounced his propos- 
als, and President Bush and other 
Republicans sought to distance 
themselves from the Republican 
Greenspan. 

As for trimming Social Security, 
Greenspan told the House Budget 


Committee that one possibility 
would be to switch to an alternative 
measure of inflation for annual cost- 
of-living adjustments. He also sug- 
gested tying the retirement age for 
full benefits to longer lifespans. 

Greenspan said the current defi- 


cit situation, with projected record 
red ink of $521 billion this year, will 
worsen dramatically once the 77 
million members of the baby-boom 
generation start becoming eligible 
for Social Security benefits in just

Hockneys Theatrics 

A painter loses his hearing but not his vision 


FILM I From the ’70s to the ’90s, as 
he was slowly going deaf, David 
Hockney took up a sideline in 
opera production design. 

The feature-length film “Colors 
of Music — David Hockney and the 
Opera,” which screens this week- 
end at the National Gallery of Art, 
explores this facet of a near-leg- 
endary career that has ranged 
from painting to printmaking to 
large-scale photo -collage. 

Maryte Kavaliauskas and Seth 
Schneidman’s short (85 minutes) 
2002 documentary made under the 
aegis of France’s Arte network, is 


merely workmanlike, but their 
material shines of its own accord. 

As Hockney grew in his craft, 
he assumed greater responsibil- 
ity for the overall presentation of 
his sets and costumes. A sequence 
in which studio models of the sets 
for “Tristan und Isolde” come alive 
under a variety of lighting designs 
is little short of revelatory. 

Hockney’s later landscape 
paintings were greatly influenced 
by his theatrical work, which was 
itself informed by “Parsifal”- cho- 
reographed drives through the 
Santa Monica Mountains above

the lights of Los Angeles. 

Fans of Ian Falconer should 
watch for cameos in which the 
future children’s picture-book 
author and New Yorker illustrator 
is seen donning a prosthetic dyer’s 
paddle or a freshly painted apron, 
tools of the set-trimmer’s trade. 

Long before Falconer dreamt up 
Olivia, the precocious piglet with a 
thing for Maria Callas, he worked 
with Hockney on “Turandot” and 
“Die Frau Ohne Schatten.” 

But “Colors of Music” is enlight- 
ening as well as instructive. It’s an 
object lesson in adaptation and 
the truism that when one sense is 
dimmed — Hockney is now most- 
ly deaf — another blossoms in its

Chaos in a Vacuum 


NEWS SPECIAL | If journalism is the 
first draft of history, “The Invasion 
of Iraq” on “Frontline” (9 p.m., PBS) 
offers a drastic rewrite informed 
by a year of hindsight and sober- 
ing reflection. “Invasion” presents 
a battle -by-battle chronicle of the 
drive to Baghdad, featuring inter- 
views with soldiers and officers on 
both sides of the conflict. 

One Iraqi general describes 
how his army simply dissolved. 
“I don’t think more than 15 per- 
cent of the armed forces actually 
fought.” American officers contin- 
ue to second-guess the Pentagon’s 
decision to send a relatively small 
force to invade and occupy Iraq. 
This required the forces to strike 
with unprecedented speed. The 



U.S. soldiers still suffered long after 
Saddam Hussein’s regime was toppled. 


swift campaign resulted in logis- 
tical problems during battle and 
may have contributed to postwar 
chaos. 

The rapid “decapitation” of the 


Hussein regime left a void. “You 
had no Iraq institutions to co-opt,” 
says Allied Ground Command Lt. 
Gen. David McKiernon. “No Iraqi 
army, no Iraqi police ... a vacuum 
was created. And into this vacuum 
flowed first chaos and then a vio- 
lent insurgency.” 

“Invasion” also reflects on lapses 
in intelligence regarding weapons 
of mass destruction and the expec- 
tation that Allied troops would be 
met as liberators. Several high- 
ranking Army officials also chide 
the Pentagon for its arrogance. 
Secretary of the Army Thomas 
White chooses his words carefully 
when describing Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld and his assistant 
Paul Wolfowitz. “Neither man,” says 
White, “is a man that I would say 
was burdened by a great deal of 
self doubt.”

‘The Passion

to discuss Mel Gibson’s film “The 
Passion of the Christ.” 


Is it appropriate for the film to open on 
Ash Wednesday, a religious holiday? 

Ash Wednesday is not really a 
religious “holiday,” it is a liturgical 
commemoration that begins the 
season of Lent, a time when we 
focus on our own sinfulness and 
on Christ’s redeeming sacrifice. In 
that respect, putting “the passion” 
of Christ before our minds seems 
rather appropriate. 

We are told that the film is not anti- 
Semitic. The answer to the question 
of who killed Christ is that we all did 
— all of humanity. How is that mes- 
sage conveyed in the movie? 

It is less important, in my mind, 
that a movie convey that notion than 
that the Church — and its thought- 
ful, careful preaching and teaching 
—present and explain it. 

Why is Jesus called “the Christ?” 

Jesus is popularly referred to as 
“Jesus Christ,” as though that were 
his last name. Christ is a title that in 
Greek and other scriptural languag- 
es is rendered with the descriptor 
“the.” “Christos” in Greek is trans- 
lated “the Anointed” — a reference 
to his messiahship. 

Would you recommend the movie? 

I do think it is worth seeing but 
the audience should be appropriate 
and prepared for its graphic brutal- 
ity. The movie’s stated intention is to 
strip away the artistic and antisep- 
tic portrayals of Jesus’ crucifixion in 
order to give the audience a chance 
to understand its horrific reality. 

If Jesus was born a Jew, when did 
he become Catholic? 

Jesus lived and died and rose 
from the dead, a member of the 
Jewish religion.
